Veteran Water District 
Employee Seized While 
At Work In Yard 


C. W. Chesmore, 75, for many 
years employed as a ditch-tender 
for El Dorado Irrigation District, 
died suddenly Tuesday morning at 
his home at Five-Mile Terrace. 

Mr. Chesmore was cutting grass 
at his residence between nine o’'- 
clock and ten o’clock Tuesday 
morning when he sat down to rest 
and suddenly collapsed. A neighbor 
noticed the circumstances and, sus- 
picioning that all was not well, no- 
tified others in the vicinity and a 
doctor was summoned. 

Upon making an examination, the | 
doctor found that Mr. Chesmore had 
passed on. 

His death came as a shock to Mrs. 
Chesmore and to his many friends 
for although Mr. Chesmore had not 
been well for some time past, he 
had been able recently to be up and 
about and none suspected that his 
condition was serious. 

Some months ago he had been at 
San Francisco for treatment and, 
following his return from there had 
spent a period of weeks convalesc- 
ing at the home of his daughter, in 
Auburn, returning more recently to

Hearing Wednesday, Admits 
Guilt; Is Sentenced 


The venire of thirty summoned 
for service in the case of the People 
vs. C. E. Whittle, scheduled for hear- 
ing on Wednesday of this week, was 
recalled Tuesday morning by Judge 
George H. Thompson after the de- 
fendant, in a surprise move, admit- 
ted his guilt of the charge of writ- 
ing a worthless check. 

Judge Thompson instructed the 
sheriff to notify the veniremen by 
every possible means as soon as pos- 
sible that it will not be necessary 
for them to appear in court on Wed- 
nesday. 

Whittle, a resident of Kelsey for 
about four years, where he has been 
doing some mining, waived time for 
passing of the sentence and was 
ordered confined in the county jail 
for a period of six months, 

He had been arrested and bound 
over for trial on the complaint of 
T. P. Raley, to whom he issued a 
check for $10 which proved to be 
worthless on February 6th. 


District Attorney Henry S. Lyon' 


made a statement to the court in 
which he revealed that Whittle’s 
record of arrests dates from 1919, 
“and while it does not make good 
reading,” he said the causes of his 
arrests included vagrancy, and the 
results of drinking. all petty of- 
fenses in the eyes of the law. 

The district attorney recommend- 
ed a county jail sentence and the 
court accepted the recommenda- 
tion. 

Whittle, for whom the court pre- 
viously had appointed counsel, ap-

appointed to the case, T. S. Marlor, 
had asked to be relieved of the as- 
signment. While he gave no rea- 
son in asking to be relieved, it was 
understood that Whittle was unwill- 
ing to accept his attorney’s advice 
in the matter and wanted to stand 
trial, whereas the lawyer, in the 
face of the facts, could see no pur- 
pose in going to trial. Therefore he 
withdrew.

FOREST FIRE 
STUDY HELD 


Method Of Anticipating 


Probable Hazard For 
24 Hours Demonstrated 


Officers of Eldorado Forest, and 
representatives of the larger log- 
ging operators in El Dorado County, 
became acquainted with the latest 
techniques being used by the U. S. 
Weather Bureau in forecasting haz- 
ardous fire weather, in a confer- 
ence held Friday and Saturday last 
week in Placerville. The System was 
used experimentally in 1937 and 
1938, and now has been worked out 
to a point where foresters or tim- 
ber operators can, with the use of 
fairly simple devices, anticipate 
the degree of fire hazard that can be 
expected for the ensuing 24 hours, 
and bolster up their fire prevention 
forces accordingly. 

The Forest Service, is planning to 
use this system throughout Cali- 
fornia this year, with all units wir- 
ing their observations each evening

Complete Investigation Of Service, Rates 
Initiated By Railroad Commission: Users 
Met Tuesday Night At Georgetown 


The State Railroad Commission 
will open at Georgetown on May 
11th an all-inclusive investigation of 
the Georgetown Divide Water Com- 
pany, according to an announce- 
ment on Monday at San Francisco. 

While the May 11th hearing had 
been originally scheduled for receiv- 
ing testimony in support of a com- 
plaint made against the service atf- 
forded by the company by the| 
Georgetown Water Users. Associa- 
tion, the commission has initiated | 
a movement to go further into the 
matter and inquire into the various 
phases of the company’s operations. 

Word of the broadening of the in- 
quiry had been received by repre- 
sentatives of the water users ana 
Was announced by Joseph Gross, hy- 
draulic engineer, who was one of ate 
speakers at a public meeting on the 
water question held Monday night 
at the old high school building at 
Georgetown. 

Mr. Gross has been retained by 
the water users’ association to as- 
sist them in presenting their case 
before the Railroad Commission. 

The attendance at the Tuesday 
night meeting comfortably filled the 
hall in which the session was held 
and totalled approximately sixty. 
The meeting was conducted by Ed. 
Rowan, of Georgetown, who called 
upon J. R. Johnson, of Auburn, as 
the first speaker. 

Mr. Johnson, Drum division man- 
ager for the Pacific Gas & Electric 
Company at Auburn, read excerpts 
from a deed by which the Sierra Pa- 
cific Power Company (since taken 
over by the P. G. & E.) had sold 
to the Georgetown Divide Water 
Company the physical equipment 
which the company has been oper- 
ating and explained in detail the 
Special reservations included in the 
deed. 


His remarks had the effect of set- 
ting forth definitely for public at- 
tention the exact property which the 
company acquired and the reserva- 
tions made by the power company 
having in mind the possible future 
development of power. 

Mr. Gross. who spoke following 
Mr. Johnson, made an appeal to 
those who have complaint against 
the water company in the matter 
of water charges or service or com- 
plaints of any other nature, to sub- 
mit those complaints in written 
form to himself or to members of 
the executive committee of the wa- 
ter users’ association so that they 
may be set before the railroad com- 
mission. 

George Eberhard. of Penobscot, 
who spoke following Mr. Gross. said 
he had been informed by Mrs. Amy 
Drysdale that she will be glad to 
put into typewritten form any com- 
plaints against the company which 
individual users have. 

Mr. Eberhard reviewed the gener- 
al position of the water users and 
pointed out that the end which they 
hope to achieve in initiating the 
protest which the railroad commis- 
sion is that of an assured and sus- 
tained water service for all of the 
users of the company permanent- 
LY 

At this stage a motion was put 
and declared carried that a direct- 
or in the water users association be 
chosen from Georgetown, adding 
one more to the directorate. 

Mr. Rowan then adjourned the 
meeting, expressing thanks to the 
speakers who had made a special 
effort to attend. It was announced 
by Mr. Rowan that Mr. T. L. Cham- 
berlain and Mr. George Devore had 
been invited to attend the meeti:

BUDGET HOLDS 
“BACK BILLS 


As A Result, Assembly 
Faces Busy Closing 
Days Of Session

devoted ali of last week to the bud- 
get. making some additional cuts 
as well as restoring some of the cuts 
previously made. The economy bloc 
committee composed of five Demo- 
crats and five Republicans did a 
fairly good job in the writer's opin- 
ion. It was not all smooth Sailing 
by any means and at times as the 
amendments were voted upon the 
floor the vote was extremely close. 
A total of ninety-two amendments 
to the budget were made. These 92 
amendments after their adoption. 
plus other cuts previously made re- 
sulted in a total cut in the budget 
of about seven million dollars. This 
in addition to the $73,000,000 relief 
item which was taken entirely out 
of the budget. The relief item will 
be submitted in a new relief bill 
which will be presented shortly. 
And again I wish to say to the peo- 
ple on relief that the legislature will 
vote them ample funds. 

The Assembly completed their 
work on the budget at about 11:15 
p. m. last Friday and we predict 
that the budget in its present form 
Will be passed on to the Senate dur- 
ing the early part of the present 
week. Whether that body will make 
additional cuts remains to be seen. 
However, from what we have heard 
from members of that body, it is al- 
most certain that additional redur- 
tions will be made. 

Your assemblyman’s second bill 
Passed the Senate last week with- 
out an opposing vote. The bill, 
which has to do with the right of 
privacy in advertising matters, was

Costing $20,000,000 
Daily; $13,800 A Minute

The present military expenses of 
around $13.800 a minute may be 
drastically increased in coming 
months if fear of war continues to 
mount. But there is small hope of 
any large immediate decrease in the 
costs to the larger powers—great 
Britain, Germany, France and Italy 
—because much of the money is go- 
ing into long range defense pro- 
srams such as naval construction.

Aid To Blind 
$315 Monthly 


Eight In County Receive 
$39.38 Each; Average 
Payment In State $47.96 


Average aid to the blind of $39.38 
per person was granted to eight 
persons in E] Dorado county dur- 
ing February of this year, accord- 
ing to a study of blind aid in Cal- 
ifornia counties, made public by 
California Taxpayers’ association 
today. The total amount of 
payments to the blind in the coun- 
ty was $315 for the month, the as- 


sociation found. 

Over California as a whole, the as- 
sociation stated, 6,253 persons were 
granted an average of $47.96 in aid 
during February. Costs of this aid 
will approximate $3,442,000 forsthe 
current year, for which the state and 
countieseach will provide about $1,- 
185,000 and the Federal government 
$1,072,000. Under the law in Cali- 
fornia, blind persons receive $50 per 
month less other income, and in- 
cluded in the exemption from the 
other income provision is $33.33 per 
month derived from the applicant’s 
earnings, plus other exemptions, the 
association stated, pointing out that 
an applicant may enjoy an income 
of $83.33 per month or $1,000 per 
year, $600 of which is supplied from 
public sources under the blind aid 
plan. 

The 6,253 blind persons receiving 
aid in California represent about 
one- seventh of the blind cases re- 
ceiving aid in the United States un- 
der the Socal Security Act, the as- 
sociation declared, pointing out that 
California’s population is about one- 
twentieth of the total United States 
population. In addition, California’s 
annual expenditures for blind aid 
approximate one-third of the ex- 
penditures of the states which 
grant such aid. As regards expend- 
itures per individual blind person, 
the association stated that Cali- 
fornia’s average payment of $47.96 
far exceeds that of any other state, 
the nearest being that of Washing- 
ton, with a monthly average of 
$31.88 for June, 1938. The medium 
average for the states granting aid 
was $20.81 per month.
